expeditious attention to his passport application. 

Also accompanying the application was a certified copy 
of a certificate of birth issued April 26,1945 by the Bureau of 
Records and Statistics, Department of Health, Manhattan Borough, 

New York City. This record reflected birth certificate number 
21698, dated June 28,1928, in records of Manhattan Borough, 
showed MICHAEL RALPH PAINE was born June 25,1928, child of LYMAN 
PAINE and RUTH PAINE, nee FORBES, 39 West 67th Street, New York City. 
The father, aged twenty-six at time of the birth of the child, was 
shown as being an architect by profession and this was the first 
birth of a child to this mother.
